the Island of Luzon, with 'his regiment, 
April S. He was scarioned wrBi three 
comrades where the treacherous natives 
killed him.

Ea- 
cino soldier was engaged in a conversa- 
tion with tire Filipino wJiert his attention 
was attracted by one of 'his comrades. 
The iiiytant 'he turned his head the na- 
tive thru-st a bolo knife inito tihe back 
of his neck, killing him instantly-

three 'hours his slayer \vas chased, and 
finally caught in a rice swamp. 


The news o-f his awful dea'Uh was first 


received by his brother-in-law, Henry 
Christenson, wiho resides at 141S Lin- 
coln street. The sad intellig-ence was.con- 
•lained in a letter from Kisenrach's cap- 
tain. It wn,< hard to believe it to be 
•true, but n, letter from the War depari- 
merjt -verifies the captain's statement. 


Hichard Eisenaclij prior to his enlist- 


ment in the -army, resided in this city, 
coming here from Necnah, Wis. He ma3c 
his home with -liis brofcher-in-Ia\v, and 
was a young man of excellent habile and 
has a large circle of friends in this city 
who are deeply grieved to learn, of his 
terrible death. 


From t'he letter received from Wash- 


ington tho authorities there stated that 
•tlie remains were at -present buried in tihe 
Philippines, but would -be disinterred and 
shipped -back to the States for buri;J.

"Touching upon the imperial edict of 


the 8th, appointing- li Hung Chang en- 
voy plenipotentiary to conduct negotia- 
tions on -uh« part of China with the Pow- 
ers, and a request for the cessation of 
hostilities pending negotiations, commu- 
nicated to Secretary Adec by Minister 
Wu on the 12th of August, 1900. 
The 


government of 'uhs Uniited States learned 
wvCh satisfaction of the appointment of 
Earl Li Hung Ohang as envoy plenipoten- 
tiary to conduct the negotiations with 
the Powers, and will, on its part, enter 
upon such negotiations with a desire to 
continue die friendly relations so long 
existing between the two countries. It is 
evident there can be no1 general negotia- 
tions between China and the Powers BO 
long as the ministers of the Powers and 
persons under their protection remain in 
their present position of restraint and 
danger, and the Powers cannot cease 
their efforts for the delivery of these 
representatives to which lihcy are con- 
strained by i)h« -highest consideration of 
national honor, except undcr.an arrange- 
ment adequate to accomplish a peaceable 
deliverance. 


"We are ready to enwr into an agree- 


ment between the Power* and the Chi- 
nese govenimnt for a cessation of hostile 
demonstrations on condition thai a suffi- 
oient body of forces composing the relief 
expedition is permitted to enter Pekin 
unimoleyted and escort the foreign minis- 
ters and residents Io Tien Txin. This 
movement is being provided for, and se- 
cured by such arrangements and disposi- 
tions of troops as shall be considered sat- 
isfactory by the generals commanding 
the'1 forces composing the relief expedi-

HIGH SPEED LOCOMOTIVE.

The Chicago i. Northwestern Itnilway 


company has recently placed in service a 
locomotive of a new type by means of 
which it expecte to develop greater power 
and speed in the running of fast trains. 
The engine has a trailing wheel which 
.supports an outside bearing, thus steady- 
ing it when running at a high rate of 
speed around a curve- In the new ma- 
chine the • old style steam chests have 
been abandoned, and cylindrical or pis- 
ton type of valves substituted' in the 
saddle portion of. the 
cylinder. The 


valves take the steam at the center, and^ 
in order to obtain the beat results a 
novel method of link motion has been in- 
troducod for the distribution of steam. 
The cylinders are twenty-nine inches in 
diameter by twenty-six inches in stroke, 
and are propelled by 200 pounds to tho 
square inch o£ steam pressure, turning 
the eighty-inch driving wheels to carry 
the engine at a high rate of speed witU 
relatively a low number of revolution*. 
The engine weight 160,000 pounds, 90,00!) 
of which aro on the four driving wheels 
It is expected a speed of 73 niilc« on 
hour on a level stretch can be maintain- 
ed, or with an cight-car-train a. speed ot 
eighty or ninety miles an hour.

consin Republican State convention in-

It attacks poli- 
tical machine abuses in a vigorous nnd 
definite style. The most radical plank, 
is that calling for the direct nomina- 
tion of all candidates at the primaries 
by means of the Australian ballot. This 
is the way in which the young Wiscon- 
sin Republicans would strike at the 
old machine methods of nomination. By 
abolishing conventions and 
through legislative enactment 
they 


would give every voter a chance to ex- 
press his choice for county, state and 
national officers without the interven- 
tion of any political agency. 


This method of direct nomination at 


the primarias has been tried to some ex- 
tent in Pennsylvania, and «eeras.to have 
worked well enough. There is also un. 
increasing tendency to adopt it in man} 
of tihe southern states. In addition to 
the check it puts upon political manipu- 
lators, the proposed sjtiem also hat tho 
merit of giving every voter a choice in 
all nominations. .Under the present con 
vention system a Republican voter m a 
primary district in which he a unable to 
elect a delegate who will represent his 
sentiments has absolutely no voice in 
nominating candidates.

WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS.

Mayor Higgins was seen this morning

Whether 
the entire pipe system would stand such 
pressure, for hours he could not venture 
tin opinion.

Alderman Korzelius, chairman of the 


fire and water committee, said that f« 
far as the twenty and ten stream tests 
were concerned they were satisfactory.

While, the owners are -very proud of 


their -plant at the city of Racine and dc- 
ligh'iw.1 with Ms performance on yeslev- 
day, tihey realize, and 'tihey trust the peo- 
ple of Itacinc will realize, that the ex- 
treme pressures to wliie-h the plunt is 
subjeoU'd M the times of -these annual 
tests arc destnieuvu and dangerous, not 
only to the company, but to tlie city 
as 'well. 
The greatest strain fit these 


times is felt, at the river crossings, be- 
cause of Hie fad- that they are at 'tihe 
lowo.-t I'o-iin- in the distributing system. 
Those crossings -arc watoh'ed with the 
greatest of care 'lest tihey may weaken. 
\Vhiit the company foam is t)boit .at some 
time during these extreme t>c,«4s these 
ci't>s*irf|ZK may be broken, in which event 
t,!:e city would lie deprived of water for 
a considerable period of tinve. I have 
always believed and 'advocated ns -a.meas- 
ure of safety to the city, as well -as to 
the Water company, that these ex-Ira- 
(ji\l.inary pressures be not resorted to. 
They are not required in tho usual oper- 
ation of the plant, and common pni- 
di-iii* would foi-ui to suggest tihe impro- 
priety of subjecting -the water plant to 
them.

Newer and broader conceptions of the 
relation of subterranean water to Irrl- 
jatlon have recently prevailed, saja 
Professor E. J. Wickaon of California. 
Tills follows because It may be mucli, 
cheaper to raise water to adjacent tow- 
ers than to catch It In, a remote ravine 
and pipe It for miles. Howerer this 
may be, Irrigation undertakings have 
been recently established very largely 
upon wells and pnmjjB or upon flowing- 
wells wherever they could be had. 
-. 


In California durlpg the last tliree 


years there have- been perhaps tea 
times as many pumping outfits set up. 
for Irrigation as bad been employed 
during the whole earlier Irrigation de- 
velopment of the state. Large irriga- 
tion, companies sank groups of wells 
and pumped -from •them Into their dis- 
tributing ditches and flumes when, for 
lack of rain, their Immense reservoirs 
went dry. 
Individual Irrigators sank 


wells and bought pumping plants when 
the ditch water failed and have now- 
learned toe superiority of the home 
supply, to be drawn upon Just when it 
can be used to the best advantage. 
Large regions which had never se- 
cured irrigation .systems were forced 
by drought to seek water, and, having 
found It below ground in ample quan- 
tities, they will not fall In the future 
to use irrigation as a supplement to the 
rainfall. 


Over largo areas of the country wind- 


mills are used as motors for Irrigation 
pumps. They unquestionably serve an 
excellent purpose, under favorable cir 
cuinstances, up to the limits of their 
capacity, but Irrigation for fruit grow 
ing, except in the family garden or on 
small areas of small fruits, Is proceed- 
ing upon the basis of motors of higher 
efficiency. Gasoline engines are being 
used even up to a capacity of 0.000 
gallons of water per minute, but the 
ordinary plants are less than one-tenth 
of that. 
Crude oil engines are also 


used, and steam plants using small 
stationary and portable engines are 
pressed luto service, while electric mo- 
tors along long power circuits from 
generators at waterfalls or other great 
sources of power are being fully em- 
ployed. Instances of the profitable em- 
ployment of all these ngencies are 
abundant all through the fruit growing 
districts at the arid region.

How to S«Jt Cow». 


A supply of salt, available whenever 


the cow wants It, Is necessary to main- 
tain a high milk yield. Salt stimulates 
tbe appetite, assists digestion and as- 
similation and increases tbe flow of the 
fluids of the body, stimulating all the 
vital functions of the animal. Salting 
dairy cows once a week Is not suffi- 
cient. It is a good plan to keep rock 
salt under shelter where the cows can 
get it at will and then feed loose salt 
twice a week In such quantities as the 
cows will cat 
Loose salt may be used 


exclusively If It can. be sheltered from 
rain. 
If rock salt only Is used the 


cows' tongues will frequently become 
sore, when they will not eat the quan- 
tity needed for a full flow of milk. Do 
not mix the salt with the feed, because 
If you do the cow may get more salt 
than she needs, which will reduce her 
yield. Cows having salt kept before 
them all the time will not eit too much.

Subsoil plowing practiced Immediate-

Roiled In Preference to Chicken".. 
In southern California, inhere the 


hare fad has become a craze as per- 
vasive as the famous Dutch tulip ma- 
nia, all sorts.of'fancy prices are being 
paid for choice strains of Imported Bel- 
gian hares, says the New 1'ork Herald, 
In which appears the following: 


Many men and women, too, In the 


•outhwest are breeding Belgian hares 
for market.. As a food product, fetch- 
Ing S cents a pound, there Is great 
profit in raising hares. The flesh of the 
Imported Belgian hares Is firm, white 
aud nearly as*tender as frosts' legs or 
chicken. 
Tho original Belgian hares 


were much coarser .In fiber and the 
.meat was reddish. After the Flemish 
hares were crossed with the red rabbits 
of England an excellent edible was 
promptly thrown on the British market. 
Hares are now the poor man's turkey 
and beefsteak, too, and "jugged" bare 
Is as common on the other slda as 
baked beans in New England, 


The pelts of the Belgian hares are 


useful for r. variety of purposes, par- 
ticularly for bats. Careful attention to 
their mats has led to the production of 
fine, fleecy pelts, aud an additional 
source of revenue for the breeders has 
been secured. 


These Imported Belgian hares are ex- 


tremely prolific. Commonly 11 litters 
of young, of two to a dozen each, arc 
born each year to a doe. 
A pair of 


hares will live for six or eight years. 
They, are hardy and thrive well In al- 
most' any part of this country. They • 
areVqaslly reared. "Their provender Is 
plentiful and Inexpensive, consisting 
chiefly of white' oats, lettuce, carrots 
and green food generally. They are 
very cleanly In their- habits and subject 
to few ailments.'. •• 
: In the west many families raise Bel-' 
'glairhares in -preference to chickens. 
These hares do 'not burrow, so no deep 
set1 fences' are' needed: ' They are re- 
ImarlMbly tame arid will ent from the 
hand of'a stranger readily. In conse- 
quence they have become great pets 
with children. A pair may be bought 
as low as 30 cents and a child of 10 
can raise- them from infancy. 
They 


are as alert nnd playful as the tradi- 
tional wild hare of England, but are 
not suitable for coursing or hunting. 


Though much larger and heavier 


than the ordinary bare and with lon- 
ger legs, they do not scamper with the 
2est of the wild species. They are fast' 
sprinters, however, as their only de- 
fense Is their speed, but they do not 
burrow or double, as the wild ones do, 
through their subterranean galleries. 


The largest animal dealer In this 


city saye:"These bares breed so rapidly 
find cost so little to raise that some of 
those first in the field must be making 
money. 


"Tho Belgian hare meat Is a cross 


between venison and mutton. In Ger- 
many hares have been an article of 
food'for a long time. They cook them 
with port or sherry, and the dish Is fit 
tb set before n kfng.

""Many people'tlilnli hares and; rnb- 
bi'tk'are one and tlie'same thing. These 
'Belgian bares are big follows, welgh- 
,lng seven or eight pounds. Those who 
'have eaten rabbit stow do not know 
how'much better Belgian hare Is."

Tnrnip-Sowlnir. 


' To be valuable' either for the kitchen 
or for stock turnips -should be grown 
quickly. 
This means good soil and 


plenty of moisture. Good soil does not 
qulte'mean rich soil, though richness Is 
Bn important clement. 
More Impor- 


tant, however, is good tilth, produced 
by frequent previous stirring. This Is 
the reason that turnips do well on po- 
tato ground from which early potatoei 
have been removed. 


In the cool, moist climate of the 


British Isles turnips are usually sown 
In spring. Here, with our much higher 
summer temperature, it is best to de- 
fer the sowing until July or August 
This leaves but a short season for 
growth, and hence tho necessity for 
the best conditions of soil. 


Some of the best kluds for kitchen 


are White Egg and Purple Top Strap 
Leaf, the former rather preferable. 


Cloudy weather Is most desirable for 


sowing. In hot sunshine the seed Is 
often Injured so that It falls to ger 
mlnate. A good time Is immediately 
after a shower which has not left th 
soil too wet to work well. Immediate 
ly before a rain Is a good time, if th 
rain does not fail to come, but If the 
rain is loo heavy the need Is liable t 
be washed out of place. 


Care Is required in order to avoid 


the common error of having the plant 
BO numerous as to crowd each other. 
As soon ns the seed la sown it should 
be lightly covered with a rake or by 
drawing brush over the surface.—Na- 
tional Stockman.
